To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects : 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three select- 
men, and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose a trustee for the ensuing 
three years. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose by ballot one delegate to 
attend the Constitutional Covention to be holden in Con- 
cord on the fifth day of June next. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to secure state aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways under the 
provisions of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, or amendments 
thereto, and pass any other vote or votes in relation to 
the same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 


the “‘ Trunk Line ”’ and ‘“‘State Aid’’ highways in said 
town, and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see what method the town will 
vote to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, 
raise and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding 
two thousand dollars, to pay for same, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
street lights for the ensuing year, and pass any other 
vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two hun- 
dred dollars for exterminating the Browntail and Gypsy 
moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money, not ex- 
ceeding one thousand six hundred and fifty-two dollars 
and fifty cents, the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate to pay on its notes and interest, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding two 
hundred dollars in addition to that required by law, for 
the maintenance of the Free Public Library located at 
Milton Mills and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars to defray expenses of an ‘‘Old Home 
Day,’’ and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 

Upon petition of E. W. Emerson and nine others.

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ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to estab- 
lish the street line and build a sidewalk on Church Street, 
so called, in Milton Village, raise and appropriate a sum 
of money not exceeding one thousand dollars, to pay 
for the same, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 15. To seeif the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars for the purpose of providing 
suitable protection and care for shade and ornamental 
trees in highways, cemeteries, commons and other 
public places in this town, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen, in codperation 
with the State Forester in the work of preventing the 
spread of the disease commonly known as ‘‘ White Pine 
Blister Rust.’’ (Said appropriation not to be expended 
unless a like amount shall be made available for the 
purpose from other sources), and pass any other vote 
or votes relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 16. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.
